‘Mrs. Bolton may have been a shade colder 
than the rule, but, on the whole, she was an 
excellent specimen of the true Boston wo- 
man of the class whose birthdays occurred 
during the first half of the present century. 
She was tall, slender and erect; her abundant 
hair was like threads of silver and was al- 
ways in its legitimate condition, which is to 
say that it was in a smooth, well-proportioned 


Coil at the back of the head and in properly 


graduated short curls at the side 
of the face. These curls never fell 
over her eyes, were never tumbled, never 
grew straight from apy possible stress 
of weather, but were, from first to last, emi- 
nently respectable gray Boston curls which 
bad been in training the number of vears in- 


dicated by the same date given above. 
„Mrs. Bolton dressed according to the 


well-digested rules of elegant Boston pro- 


priety. The materials of which her garments 
were made were of intrinsic merit as to even- 
ness of threads, perfection of manufacture 
and cost per square inch. Her wardrobe had 
been madein Paris, but no Parisian dress- 
maker, when employed by her, had ever pre- 
sumed to deviate essentially from the pecu- 
liar modes which are the birthright of Boston 
women. Her laces, jewels, gloves and boots 
were just what they should be under all cir- 
cumstances, and there was a certain fixed sys- 
tem as to the times and occasions 
when the full-dress, medium and 
common of everything should 
be worn, which was as inflexible as the laws 
of the solar cycle. Mrs. Bolton carried her- 
self well, and had that much-to-be-envied at- 
tribute of wearing a shaw) becomingly. When 
she threw it about her shoulders it fell into 
the right folds in exactly the right place. It 
never pushed up under her ears, was never 
all in a bunch, and though it might be a shaw) 
which her mother and grandmother had 
worn, it was never wrinkled or oiled, and all 
its pristine folds remained to make it look as 
good as new. 

„Mis. Bolton had other qualities which be- 
long to those Boston women quite as inber- 
ently as those already mentioned, such as a 
mind of her own—a sort of bred-ia-the- 
bone affair with them—anda full appreciation 
ofthe exalted privilege which her creator 
had granted her in causing her to be born and 
reared when, where and as she had been. She 
badan unsbaken faith in the Protestant 
Episcopal Church and all its teachings, 
as they had been set forth by Bishopgicis- 
wold and other preachersin her youth. Bur 
— after all, ber firmest principle had 

een not to grow old, and though her hair 
had become a crown of glory her eyes were 
undimmed and the texture and coloring of 
ier skin were much finer than those of miny 
a young woman of twenty. This physical 
combination of age and youth cannot be en- 
tirely credited to the effect of the remarkable 
qualities of the Bostou woman, for it must 
tbe admitted that some of them do not have 
it; but there was a wakefulness of interest in 
eversching and everybody, from latest 
discovery in astronomy down to Che apple 
womau ’rournd the corner, such as no 
Other type of woman known to us could 
have carried to a triutaphbant end.“ 

This lypx-eyed dissection of the typical 
Boston woman does not end here, but 
goes on to attiibute to her ‘tan affection- 
ate, faithful nature,“ but she only 
allowed herself to express these 
sentiments ina first-class Boston manner, 
etc., and italso gives her the qualities of 
being “a good talker, an accomplisned whist- 
player, with such delicate not‘ons of propri- 
ety that she never passed beyond the agreea- 
ble in ber familiarity, and last, but bv no 
means least, spent may hours by herself and 
was always content with a beok, or with a 
crocbet hook, and her wsthetically tinted 
wools,’”’ and. therefore, sbe was ‘‘charm- 
ing as a guest, likewise as a friend, visitor or 
companion; in other words, as «a sheep- 
doz, to use Becky Shupe'’sc ite word, to tne 
heroine, ayouog Amer‘can widow whois 
mistress of ber uncie’s establtsoment in 
Washington, but who dare not violate the 
prejudices of her German lover by receiving 
him alone ! Well, 85 many ideas 
and remaiks upon tis „living skele- 
ton“ ess thus presented the Bos- 
ton woman have flashed through my mind both 
reading it and copying it that I won't 
venture upon any of them here, aflirmatory 
or otherwise, but will just say hum!“ 

But l’ll describe to you a couple of New 
England women of avery different class— 
the extreme opposite of that given above, and, 
whether that be real or ideal, this is too sadly 
true. They I whom would picture 
entered a horse-carin which I was coming 
down to the oflicve, one morning recently, as 
it paused at one of our great palatial railway 
stations, just on the arrival of a train from 
the rurai districts. They were evidently 
mother and daughter, and probably formed 
the entire family of some small farmer, for 
large families are no longer seen in our New 
England among the native population, and 
rarely do more than one ortwo children grow 
uptothe age of independence. Now, this 
class of wives and daughters of our farming 
people is certainly lamentably common, as 
uny one familiar with the country places of 
these Eastern States will admit, butit is more 
7 cially noticeable when they are seen be- 
side Boston women. 

Boston women are not consumptive, but 
there country women are either consump- 
tive or dy+petic or both, for they not uafre- 
quently look exactly like the elder woman of 
the two whom I saw: She was tall, but so 
slight and bony thatshe would not probably 
weich ninety pounds. There was no flesh on 
her face, only the pale skin and blue veins 
were stretched over the high protruding 
cbeek bones, where was a hectic flush, the 
forebead whore angular temples were paino- 
ful to see, the narrow cnin and the poor little 
nose, while her eyer, very blue, were sunken 
deeply In their sockets. And high on the 
shriveled , forehead was 4 row 
of very tightly curled locks of 
false bair, while at the back of her head 
the entire stock of natural hair hung in four 
or five very meager strings, that bad proba- 
bly been curled, but were now quite guiit- 
less of such vanity. On the head was a youth- 
ful round hat of coarse white straw, trimmed 
with black velvet, a faded cotton rose and 
leaves, and white featLer, which was stil 
more innocent of curl than the hair, and 
which stood out, as if frightened, on each 
side of the whitestem. But there was

The daughter? Ob, — About seventeen. 
Plump, red-cheeked, as red as a 
Ba dwin apple, and as speckled as some of 
them are, an unhca thy-!ooking skin, no bones 
visible, blue eyes that -howed neitner spiritu- 
ality nor particular intelligence, 4 similar 
row of tiebt, false curls in front and her own 
hair in curls at the back of her head, a sim- 
ilar bat and dress, sa\e that the latter was of 
brown cotton and woo! goods trimmed also 
with farmei’s satin, a coarse, ill-fitting gray 
jacket, and yellow kids on large hands. 

But for neatness and cleanliness they were 
both models. I declare I believe that some 
little degree of taste is as near to godliness as 
is cleanliness. Butthetext is sufficient. I 
won't preach on it. But it made me utterly 
and thoroughly heart-sick to see these two 
poor women. What does life mean to them 
anyhow? And what is it all when all is 
done.“ 

Just as a wind- up, and by way of con- 
trast from either „type“ of New 
England women described in this 
letter, let me quote very briefly again, this 
time from a Parisletter of Lucy Hooper, and 
about a Boston girl, one whom we all know, 
love and are proud of; whom I first knew 
when she was a premising pupil of the N. E. 
Oonservatory, to which she has since done 
such credit, and of which she spoke with af- 
fectionate interest when I saw her a year and 
a half ago in Milan, where she waz already 
fulfilling the promise which is now so near 
perfection. Miss Lilian Norton,“ writes the 
popular correspondent, ‘‘who is to enter the 
Grand Opera on her return from her Russian 
engagement in Februsry, is now spoken of as 
the coming Rosina (in The Barber of Se- 
ville’).

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A New Field Gun. 
From the New York Herald. 


A number of gentlemen were yesterday 
taken down to Governor’s Island to see an in- 
teresting exhibition of the duplex field mag- 
azine gun. Among them were Senator Eton, 
Judge Gildersleeve, Col. Ward, Lieut. Gor. 
ringe and many others learned in military 
appliances. They were joined by Maj.-Gen. 
—— and Col. Bird. The guu was tested 
on a level in the shadow of the fortifications. 
The apparatus, which was presented in an 
improved form tothe Naval Board at Wash- 
ington on June 17, 1879, and which has since 
been further altered, consists of two breech- 
loading rifled barrels placed parallel to each 
other in a brass case which is filled with 
water to keep them coel while firing. The 
barrels are loaded, fired and relieved of shells 
by the revolution of a hand 2rank. 

The working of the gun is simple. One man 
inserts the heads of cartridges projecting 
from a feed block into the feed guide, drawing 
the block from the cartridges; another man 
turns the crank by which the gun is fired, and 
as the cartridges disappear down the feed 
guide their places are supplied by another 
block. In this manner tne firing may be made 
continueus. The barre's are open from end to 
ecd and chambered stthe rear to admit a 
flanged center fire metallic cartridge. The 
barrels are firmly screwed into a rear barrel 
ring, which is pinned fast tothe rear case, 
and the muzziles pass through another similar 
ring, called front barrel ring, which is fitted 
into the front case and made fast with a taper 
pin. The rear case extends fromſthe rear bar- 
rel ring far enough to contain all 
lock parts, together with the driving crank 
and safety stop. A swinging cover, hinged 
at the forward end ofthe case, is firmly lock- 
ed in 4 by a cascabel having a screw 
thread on its stem that enters the rear case 
W hen the cover is raised, which can be quick- 
ly done after turning back the cascabel, all 
the working parts ofthe gun are fully ex- 
—— and should an accident occur, like the 
jurstinyg of cartridge heads, or derangement 
of Jocks, the trouble can be instantly discov- 
ered and as quickly remedied. At yester- 
day’s experiment 200 cartridges were first 
fired in 25 seconds. Then 100 were fired in 
II seconds and at the third fire the barrels 
were emptied of 500 cartridges in 6S seconds. 
The cun rotates on a swivel and can be raised 
or depressed at any angle. It was voted by 
the party who saw its operations a valuable 
acquisition to naval and military arms.

*earlysto attract many gentlemen, and so late 


that there is risk of spoiling the appetite for 
dinner. The tea is only a popular way for the 
ladies to make calls, and is considered a per- 
functory means of paying social debts. 

In the main things of a dinaer, the fillet 
and roast, there is little change, but in minor 
things the caterer rules. To begin with oys- 
ters. five, not six, is now the fashionable 
number for the hdif shells. At formal dinners 
it is the invariable rule that Jadies and gen- 
tlemen should be seated alternately, never al- 
lowing two ladies or two gentlemen to sit to- 
gether. At dinners of eight, twelve, or six- 
teen persons, this can be managed only by 

uttirg gentlemen at both ends of the table. 
Hostesses generally bave a prejudice against 
giving up their customary seat, forgetting 
the old saying, Where the Douglass sits 
there is the head of the table,“ and avoid the 
awkward number. 

A rather graceful fashion, making an ex- 
cuse for the necessity,is to serve two kiads of 
soup, one at each end ot the table. A thick 
sou —terrapin, turtle, calves’ head or gumbo 
—is placed in a silver tureen before the host, 
and at the other end a clear soup or bouillon 
in a glass tureen, with a glass ladle. The et- 
fect is very pretty, especially when the latter 
dish is thick and cut like a rose diamond. 

Though no new roast has been discovered, 
asensible gravy spoon has appeared—large, 
long handled, with a silver knob on the under 
side to prevent it slipping into the platter. 

Among entrees, the reigning novelty is 4 
dien of marrow bones. This has been 
tabooed since the days of Taffy, the Dutch- 
man. 
on the table foldedina napkin. With them 
is a new queer-looking bucket-shaped spoon, 
which the silversmiths have introduced to 
meet the fashion. The marrow is eaten with 
athin, plain crumpet, almost as plain, but 
not so brittle, as the Dent crackers, which 
areserved hot with saMd. However, the 
dish is so rich that, like Lamb’s roast pig, it 
is more talked of than eaten. 

A new improvement upon baking four and 
twenty blackbirds ina pie is seen in a dish of 
plover. A deep erust of mashed potato is 
filled with hot breiled plover or snipe, and 
then hidden in a grove of parsley sprigs and 
fine white celery tops stuck into the potato, 
It comes to the table looking as green and 
fresh as a salad. But it is a pleasant surprise 
to find the salad is still to come— that you 
bave struck a fresh covey of birds. Reed 
birds are so much better broiled than cooked 
in any other way that it is a pity to bake 
them. 

If any one is disposed to offer up a sacrifice 
on the altar of decorative art, the prettiest 
pastry of the season is a thatched house full 
of birds. The dish seems very elaborate when 
on the table, butis said to be easily prepared. 
The bottom and sides ofadeep pie dish are 
lined with small pieces of vermicelli, laid in 
regularlv.as thatches are put ou the roof. It 
is filled with birds covered with puff paste, 
and baked. When done it is turned out, the 
vermicelli under crust forming the roof, and 
making a very goodimitation of straw thatch- 
es if well browned. An artistic cook can 
meters the dish by browning in windows 
and doors withthe edge of a salamander of 
small iron. 

For dessert there are various new fashions. 
Jellies are tastefully served in the rinds of 
fruits, halves of or» nges, lemons, and bananas, 
the pulp having been scraped out carefully 
without breaking the skin. The juices are 
squec zed into gelatine, or calves’ foot jelly, 
The rinds of the various fruits are then 
packed in a deep disb, so they will retain an 
upright position, and form little cups to re- 
ceive the 2 — jel'y. Each fruit skin is filled 
with jelly, flavored with its own juice, and 
set aside to cool. When the jelly has hard- 
ened the edges are trimmed with a sharp 
knife. Pineapples are filled with grated pulp, 
only enough gelatine being adden to stiffen 
the pulp. Bananas are filied with 
guava, quince or peach jelly. A pines 
tiiled with these jellied fruits, Valencia dnd 
Mandarin oranges, red and yellow bananas, 
lemons and s! of pineapple is a very 
tempting dish. 100 sas though a magi- 
clan had worked-® charm beneath the familiar 
orarge skins and banana peelings, and left 
those fabled apples of Istkahar which had 
one-half sweet and the other sour, or spread 
a feast of that luscious fruit the Persians call 
the *‘seed of the sun,“ because it melts to 
bor ev in the mouth. 

The latest fancy in ice cream, is a Single 
form; not these little individual molds in fruit 
and flower shapes which have been in fashion 
during two or three years. One of the newest 
designs is something that can float or swim 
in a sea of spun sugar; for instance, a ship 
with the hull made of tutti frutti, and rigging 
that melts away before your eyes—a very 
phantom of delight. 

A mandarin cake, made with mandarin 
oranges aod a sweet orange icing, is the 
latest boom in jelly cake, and a mammoth 
cream cake filled with Roman punch and cov- 
ered with a soft rum icing is a late conces- 
sion to teetotalers that must delight R. B. 
Hayes of Ohio.

Plates, not cake baskets, with bundles of 
lady fingers and other long crumbles and 

jumbles tied loosely in separate pyramids, 
nine or ten together, with satin ribbons,arethe 
fashion.

e gain of rich Americans w the per- 
—— loss of Frenchmen, and it the French 
Government is wise it will reconsider its de- 
termination and postpone the sale of its jew- 
els. It is evident that the Republican leaders 
are of the opinion that their republic will 
bave along life. Soconfident are they that 
neither King or Emporer will again rule over 
France that tbey regard the crown jewels and 
otber appurtenances of monarchy as rubbish, 
worth only what they will fetch in the open 
market. e should not think highly of the 
good sense of a theatrical manager who, find- 
ing that ‘‘Patience’’ is having an unex- 
pectedly long run at his house, should con- 
clude that it would ran forever and should 
thereupon sell all the scenery, costumes, aud 
properties of the theater except those required 
for the presentation of the successful play. 
Every sensible man would comprehend that 
in course of time the public would grow 
tired of “‘Patience;”’ that the manager would 
have to substitute for it some other play, say 
a Shakspearean tragedy; and thathe would 
then bitterly regret that he had stripped his 
theater of scenery and properties necessary 
for the production of Othello“ or Mac- 
beth,’’ as the case might be. The supposed 
conduct of the hypothetical manager would, 
however, be very much like the present man- 
agers of the French Republic. Of course, 80 
long as the Republic lasts, crowns and scep- 
ters and other monarchical furniture are use- 
less, but it does not therefore follow that it 
would be wise to sell them. The time may 
come when the French — will men- 
tion that they are tired of the Repub- 
lic, and will insist upon the produc- 
tion of a monarchical government, and the 
engagement of Henri V.to play the — 
part. This demand will be hastily acceede 
to; but when the opening re gry day— 
comes, and it is found that all the crown 
jewels have been sold, there will be a nice 
state of things. Messengers will have to be 
sent in a tremenduous hurry to King Alfonso 
to beg the loan of a crown, and to Queen Vic- 
toria to borrow a second-hand sceptre, and to 
the Emperor of Austria for a few handsome 
diamond stars and crosses. If these monarchs 
refuse to lend their valuable royal property 
—as they very likely wil!—the play cannot 
goon, and the indignant Frenchmen will 
probably ease their minds by smashing Parti- 
sian windows and burniag the public build- 
ings. Evenin case Alfonso and Victoria and 
Franz-Josef prove amlable and confiding,and 
the messengers succeed in borrowing crowns, 
scepters and diamonds, it willstill be neces- 
sary for France to own a full set of crown 
jewels, and she will have tobuy them within 
the first week of the monarchy, at a price 
much larger than the republic can receive for 
the jewels which it is about to sell. 

The like difficulty will oecur when the 
Bourbon mouarchy loses its popularity, and 
tbe once attractive and gorgeous melodrama 
of the“ French Empire“ is put on the stage 
in its place. The imperial globe and cross, 
tbe imperial violets and the imperial eagles 
wi:l all be Wanted in a hurry, and it will be 
utterly impossibl: to obtain some of them 
even by borrowing. No Emperor has an 
eagles suitable for the purposes of a Freue 
Empire,and it would be ridiculous to pro- 
duce the latter, with the help of either the 
double-headed Austrian eagle or the gaunt 
vulture commonly called the Prussian eagle. 
It is not too much to say that, if the French 
crown jewels are sold, it will be impracticable 
to produce a French Empire without at least 
a month’s vious notice, and, as everybody 
knows, ‘a delay would “uot be tolerated 
by the Parisian public, which is accustomed 
to have its tastes in 1 gratitied 
without the least hesitation. . 

Wrile asa matter of policy the crown jew- 
els should not be sold, itis more doubtful if 
the mans gers of the Republic have any right 
to sell them. Hitherto it has been the custom 
to carefully presei ve three full sets of mo- 
parchical French properties—these . pertain- 
ing to the Orleanist, Legitimist and Napole- 
onic dramas. Whenone of these Govern- 
ments succeeds another the N je wels of 
the latter are carefully packed up and put 
away in the safe by the former, so that when- 
ever they may be needed they will be within 
reach. This, custom hag so long obtained 
that it has the fereq of prescription, ani it 
has come to beo well understood 
thaa the properties of the French 
crown cannot be - rightfully sold 
by apy manager. Na monarch when the’ day 
of his detbronemeut has arrived has imagin- 
ed that he bad the right to carry off the crown 
jewels, and the republic which claims to be 
heir of all the French monarchies ought to 
show as much honesty aud fidelity as was 
shown bv Charles X., Louis Philippe and Na- 
poleon III. Gambetta and his allies are at 
present, like their royal and impertal prede - 
dessors, Only trustees; so far as the crown 
jewels are concerned, and if they sell them 
thep will find themselves denounced in vig- 
orous terms by future monarchs who may be 
putin the unpleasant position of 82

THE VIENNA HOLOCAUST. 


Terrible moenes at the Burning of the 


ing-Theater. 
From Specials to New York Herald. 


How the fire commenced cannot yet be defi- 
nitely stated and probably it will never be 
known. According co one version the scene 
was ignited by aspark from the electric ma- 
chinery; a¢eording to another a workman 
with an alcohol lamp caused tue disaster. The 
former version is the more likely one. Di- 
rector Helmsberger, who stood upon the 
stage, was the first one to notice the fire. Ina 
moment after the flies“ were wrapped in 
flames and the network of wood, ropes and 
canvas was burning like tinder. The people 
on the stage were stupefied with fear at first, 
and they speedily took to flight, in the most 
terrible confusion, towards the ladies“ dress- 
ing rooms, on the left of the stage, where a 
smal] staircase led to Hohenstaufengasse. 

In a moment the curtain flew up, and the 
draft blew it hither and thither until, likea 
fiery tongue, it darted back and forth from 
the auditorium to the s The fire became 
the master of the Ring-Theater. ‘Fire! fire! 
The Ring-Theater is on fire!’ was the cry that 
went from mouth to mouth on the Ring- 
strasse. The flames were already bursting 
through the roof, and cries, such as Vienna 
never heard before, filled the air. They 
seemed not like the cries of human beings,but 
such woful accents as can be heard only in the 
death struggle. The scene was indescribable. 
All those inside the fated build- 
ing were pushing their way toward 
the street, which was densely 
crowded at all points. The audience from 
the theater struggled and crushed each other 
in the 12 and foyer,“ and confuston 
reigned supreme. Suddenly cries were heard 
from the windows of the theater leading to 
the, ring. The balcony over the entraude 
was soon emptied, and the cries of those at 
the windows and of those from withia the 
theater were awful,and swelled louder and 
louder. A Hungarian student, who was in 
the third gallery, told me that no sooner did 
the fire break into the auditorium than the 
air became insufferably stifling. He man- 
aged to escape, but he saw scores fall down 
suffocated before they reached the stairs, aud 
he only escaped by finding his way to the 
window ofthe upper loggia. Comparatively 
few people effected their escape from the two 
upper galleries through the pitch dark pas- 
sage. Many fell at the narrow winding stair- 
wav leading from one gallery to the other. In 
the narrow circular stairway leading from 
the second tothe third gallery thirty bouies 
were found, fallen together. 

HOW THEY DIED. 

In the narrow stairway between the second 
and tbird galleries the firemen discovered a 
confused mass of human bodies writhed to- 
gether. The corpses taken out of the galleries 
were so mangled, so entwined, that it is not 
doubted that the unfortunatesat last strug- 
gled and fought each other in order to gain 
2° door. Three of the corpses could not be 

parated and were borne away together. 
The scenes descriptive of the bodies awaiting 
recognition in various places are too fearful 
to repeat. Many of the dead appear to be 
ladies of the better classes. On the fingers 
of one are brilliant diamonds. Mostof the 
bodies are simply without human shape. 
On many the legs, arms and hands are 
wanting. Tne scene ontside the 
burning theater—wives seeking their 
husbands, children -looking for their pa- 
ents and parents for their children—was 
heartiending. The immense crowd stood si- 
lent as death, watching the flames. The tele- 
graph oftice, only two minutes’ walk away 
irom the fire, was crowded by persons who 
bad escaped from the fire and who informed 
tbeir friends and relatives of their safety to 
allay their fears. I heard of many Americans 
cabling home that they were among the living. 
Tbe general accepted theory of the origin of 
the fire is the accidental upsetting of a small 
spirit lamp. The first act of the Contes 
d' Hoffmann“ represents the students’ beer- 
house, in which a lamp is used. This set fire 
to one side of the scenes, and the flames ex- 
ended in a moment to the flies. Other ver- 
sions of the cause are printed. Three of the 
Grand Dukes were present last night at the 
scene of the disaster, watching the finding 
of the dead. They wept bitter- 


ly. 
APPEARANCE OF THE DEAD, 

Many bodies lack their hands or feet,which 
were torn off in the strugglefor life. One 
beautiful young lady lost both armg. To- 
nigot only pieces of bodies can be recovered. 
The fire still burns in the upper loggia. Some 
corpses are crushed almogt flat. Among the 
bodies found were these of « mother and 
child seated embracing each other on the 
steps leading to the second gallery. The 
stairs to the third and fourth galleries were 
found barricaded with such a mass of over- 
coats, umbrellas, jackets, shawls and bonnets 
tbat the workmen had to clear these away be- 
fore they could proceed to the left side. The 
third gallery bud few victims, one man hav- 
ing the presence of mind to maintain order 
at the open door, and after entering the dark 
pessage he lighted a wax taper and led the 
people out of danger. 

SCENES AT THE MORGUE. 

Yet a few seemed to have eseaped so easilv, 
To look at the dead bodies in the Morgue and 
at the Krankenhaus tells more of the terrible 
death which the victims met than the report 
that any eye witness has yet given. Some ap- 
pearto have died from suffocation alone. 
Two beautiful girls are there with their faces 
scarcely discolored, looking as if they were 
only asleep. Another youthful famale flgure 
lies there, Only one charred stump of her 
neck remaining, while her body and lower 
extremities are untouched. Tue linen of her 
underclotbing is as spotiess white as when, on 
the afternoon of the fatal day, she dressed 
herself for the play. Her death is de- 
scribed easily. Caught in the dense, surging 
crowd, the flames descended upon them all, 
charring and consuming only the heads with 
the fierce heat. Most of the Better preserved 
bodies show one arm uplifted as if struggling 
for freedom, while the other hand is closely 

ressed to the mouth to exclude the destroy- 
ng breath of the fire. Others have the heads 
and upper partof the bodies withaut dis- 
figurement, while the feet and legs are 
cbarred off. Other victims are represented bv 
the trunk alone, the heads, feet and legs miss- 
ing entirely. Those who were exposed to the 
flames are as dark as Africans, but with the 
fo) m and featurrs often faithfully preserved. 

STRUGGLES OF THE VICTIMS, 

The other bodies retain the form of the last 
desperate struggle, the features expressing 
the final cramp of agony. Others are fair 
women, sume with diamond rings still glitter- 
ing on their fingers. The only objects py 
which they can possibly be r have 
been trampled to death and then partly éon- 
sun.ed by the fire. Some have skulls 
crushed in and limbs distorted and broken. 
From others the bowels protrude, a horrify- 
ing sight. But why continue the ghastly 
list? So far only a dozen persons have been 
recorded as baving escaped wounded, but with 
life, from the catastrophe. The rest are all 
desd, and ull this fearful result is 
due to the criminal carelessness, neg- 
ligence and lack of the ordinary 
precautions of safcty. The week after 
the Nice flre tbe police authorities ordered 
that Director Jauner “haves ‘reserve’ 
of petroleum lights in all the sages and 
galleries in case of the extinction of the gas 
that a sufficient number of water plugs shou!

Poem Composed on Her Death by a Jail 
Iumate. 


Sunday religious services in the jail were 
rather more interesting than usual yesterday, 
and the manifest interest of the doomed mur- 
derers, Kotovsky, Erb and Ellis, was almost 
puinful to witness. Mr. McPheeters, the leader 
of the services, delivered a more than ordinarily 
soul-stirring and eloquent oration, depicting 
the broad and easy road to hell and the nar- 
row but safe one leading to heaven. The ser- 
mon abounded with illustrations and quotations 
from the Bible, going to show every one within 
hearing, even the murderers, that they could 
and would be saved by humbling themselves 
before God in sincere repentence. The sermon 


s very appropriate tothe time and place, 
— dne woreda of encouragement and mpa- 
thy were eagerly seized upon and cherished by 
the doomed men. When the hyma ‘‘Nearer 
My God to Thee’’ was rendered a suspicious 
moisture was noticeable ou their eyelids, while 
their faces preserted cuiious study of biended 
hope and despair, joy and grief. Afcer the 
services were over, a number of the Christian 
people engaged them ia long and earnest con- 
versation, giving them good advice and words 
of cheer. 

One of the morning papers had a heavy sale 
in jail to day, on account of a heavy“ ar- 
ticle which bad been expected to appear in to- 
day’s impression of the paper, descriptive of 
the entlemen quartered in ‘‘Murderera’ 
now. The representative of the enterprising 
sheet, under the pilotage of Jailer Ryan, vis- 
ited allthe murderers and wasted ten minutes 
of his valuable time on each one of them. 
The ‘‘heavy’’ article did not appear, giving 
way to a small item regarding only four oft 
the murderers. The ‘inmates of murderers' 
row’’ would like to know what excuse he 
gave to the editor for not fulfilling his assign- 
ment. Ashe announced himselt as recently 
from Chicago the murderers think that prob- 
ably he has not got used to St. 
Louis water yet, and, having indulged 
in too much of it, his brain became addled. 
On that ground they are willing to excuse him 
for the shekels spentin buying a copy of the 
paper he represented.

KILLED BY HIS BROTHERK- IN LAW. 


Death of James Colemau— Escape of the 
Murderer—East St. Louis News. 


James Coleman died at his residence, on 
Sixth street, near St. Patrick's Catholic Church, 
at 9:30 this morning, which adds another to 
the long list of murders committed in East St. 
Louis. The facts which led to Coleman’s death 
are fresh in the minds of the public. 


Two rooms were occupied by himself and wife, 
F. J. Scharum, a brother-in-law, his 
wife and two unmarried sisters. Scharum cir- 
culated reports concerning the manner in 
which Coleman behaved towards the female 
occupants of the rooms. Coleman accused 
Scbarum of lying on last Wednesday evening 
about 3 o’clock, anda quarrel en- 
sued, but had no serious termina- 
tion on account of interference from 
the woman. Both men seemed satisfied with 
the result ana visited severai saloons, indulg- 
ing treely and returning home after 6 o'clock, 
both well under the influence of liquor. In 
their yara the quarrel was agen renewed, 
abusive language was indulged in freely on 
both sides, and before any interterence could 
be offered Scharum pulled out

reest an pulle the trigger.

Shipping Thieves to America,’ 
Washington Special to New York Tribune. 


Conclusive official testinrony has been re- 
ceived here that the first reports concerning 
Charles Benjamin Dunkel, the thief whose 
arrival from Switzerland was noticed in the 
New York papers a few diys ago, were not 
exaggerated. He was sent from Batheriagen, 
Canton Basel Land, Switzerland, under a 
contract made by the Communal author- 
ities with one Johann Baumgartner, 
who was to receive 185 francs upon fur- 
nishing proof that Dunkel had been landed 
in some American port. By the terms of the 
same contract Dunkel was to be paid twenty 
francs upon bis arrival in New Yorkin or- 
derthat he might not be subject ta imme- 
diate arrest under the vagrant laws. Dunkel, 
though only twenty-two years old, has served 
not less than eighteen terms in prison, peni- 
tentiaries and work-houses, generally for 
theft, and when sbipped away by his Com- 
mune had an unexpired sentence of five 
ye ars in the work-house yet to serve. 

The American consular authorities in 
Switzerland investigated the matter and pro- 
tested to the Swiss cantonal authorities 
against sending this incorrigible thief to the 
United States, but their protests were un- 


heeded. They then promptiv informed the; 


authorities in New York as weil as the De- 
partmentin Washington. Dunkel will prob- 
ably be sent back to Switzerland. It is due 
to the Swiss Federal Government to say that 
tnis proceeding is contrary to the laws of 
Switzerland and contrary to the friendly 
course that Government bas always pursued 
in regard toits international obligations.

During the present month the game season 
ut its height. The Future Great has entered 
‘he mereantile race for the blue ribbon in 
many lines of trade, but for game and poul- 
‘ry St. Louis leads easily. There are now 
over 125 commission men handling game and 
poultry in this city besides the regular 
dealers. A dozen years ago the trade 
amounted to mothiog, but it has 
tecdily increased and now reashes 


4 willion and a half dollars a year. There is 
every natural reason Why this should be an 
important game market, und the enterprise of 
.ome of the dealers has done much to mike 
t such. St. Louis s the center ofthe game 
gelds of this county aud is on the line of 
march of the migratory birds, so that for all 
~pecies of games this is the central point. 
Turkeys are received from all parts at 
this city. The Held is witbin 
radius of 150 miles of St. Louis anil from 
these 1,000 barre's of ope bd are sent weekly 
to this city. Two hundred and fifty are 
-hipped, going South to New Orleans, Little 
ock, Ark., Hot Springs, Mobile, Memphis, 
Vicksvurg, and small orders Eist. The sup- 
y of duck is from the Llinois bottoms, op- 
pesite the city, North Missouri, Hot Island 
sad the Upper Mississippi. Of these 4,000 
dozen are required weekly to meet the de- 
mand. Neaily,2,500 dozen go to the large 
Eastern cities. , In their s sucoward flight and 
return North they pass this territory and are 
taken down. ‘Then they are shippedto Mil- 
waukee and Chicago, Minnesota and Wis- 
~onsin supply phessants in small quantities, 
They are notin big demand except by epi- 
ures, Who prize them bighly. ails cin be 
hot in any pari of this State, Kansas or IIIi. 
pois. The receipts amount to 10,000 dozen 
week. Fully two-tbird: of this amount go 
fast, and in suitable weather to European 
markets in goodly quantities. Ribbits eiu be 
jad in any quantity and in any place at any 
me. These conditions mike the supply aud 
demand so great that it materially vffects the 
def market. Though a del cious disb, the 
full supply and low price make it the game 
of the peor. The Venison supply so far 
comes from Missouri, Arkausas and Indian 
Territory. Each week 2.500 carcasses are 
received. Shipments are made to smaller 
towns iv Illinois. Indiana and Ohio. Whole 
deer goto New York and the East.
